The grains are stamped ojit, 
colored and roasted so as to .look ex- 
actly like the genuine article, and 
would, if mixed with genuine coffee, 
easily deceive an unskilled eye. The 
fact that the color of the artificial 
does out usually match that of the 
fresh roasted is one of the methods 
of detection, and if the 
fraudulent 


grain is bit into its lack of taste and 
its hardness will expose the 
fraud. 


Some of the artificial coffee is made 
to imitate the raw coffee grains, and 
may also be found in it as an adulter 
ant.

General Pas- 
senger Agent Ifouk, of the Ohio Cen- 
tral", says: "Yes, we expect to have 
a direct line to .Cincinnati. We may 
run solid trains from Detroit to the 
Queen City.
